While Pine Flat Reservoir on 


d! the Kings River in Fresno county 


has been open to fishing -year 
round, it has been legal to keep 
the trout only during the summer 
trout season until new regulations 
effective April 1 changed the pro- 
vision so that a limit of trout 
taken any ‘time could be retained. 


The so-called trout opening on 
Pine Flat fell on a Monday, and 
although a work day, three or four 
hundred fishermen were scattered 
over the big lake. We made a fast 
check of boats, about twenty or 
more, to find that practically all 


had at least some trout, one or two} 


had near limits and that was as 
of noon time. The fish all run to 
about thirteen inches, indicating 
they were from last year’s plant 
of catchables put in thé main 
Kings River above the reservoir. 
The fish were in excellent shape, 
small head with fat bodies and the 
color of steelhead. 


Fish and game officials do not 
consider Pine Flat a trout lake 
and therefore have no intentions 
of planting trout in it“or any ob- 
jections to it being open to year 
’round fishing for any species. As 
a matter of fact the department 
advocated from the beginning that 
it remain open year ’round for all 
fishing but organized sportsmen 
opposed the recommendation, so 
until last Monday, the trout hook- 
ed had to be returned except dur- 
ing the regular season: 


Pine Flat which is nineteen 
miles long with 67 miles of shore- 
line is unlike any other artificial 
lake in this area. The water is 
clear and generally smooth re- 
gardless of winds due to high 
mountains entirely surrounding 
the long, narrow lake. 


Because of its precipitous banks, 
it is almost impossible to reach 
the lake shore except at four lo- 
cations, a public boat docking 
ramp at Deer Creek and on the op- 
posite side, at Lombardo’s Fishing 
Village and Trimmer Boat Dock, 
the latter two locatiofts having 
boats for rent. At the upper end 
of the lake is the Kirch Flat Pub- 
lic Campgrounds with some thirty 
units including stoves, tables, etc.

To assemble and decorate bunnies, fasten small balls (heads) to 
larger balls (bodies) with thick confectioners’ sugar frosting. Use 
pipe cleaners to form ears, pushing each end of the pipe cleaner, 
firmly into the head. Use raisins, nuts or semi-sweet chocolate pieces 
for eyes, nose and mouth, fastening on with confectioners’ sugar!
